Managing time and money

ONE OF my favorite features of 
anyprogram I've tested or used 
is The reminder Pad in Andrew 
Tobias' Managing Your Money. 
All I've ever entered in it are the 
birthdays my family and friends. 
Each time I use the program 
(which is often), if there is a 
birthday approaching, a screen 
reminds me. 

What used to be a failing fre¬ 
membering birthdays) has be¬ 
come a strength. I get birthday 
cards oul right on time — more 
often than anyone I know. 

Por those who don't use Man¬ 
aging Your Money — or who 
want enhanced features — I dis¬ 
covered a simple and compre¬ 
hensive program called Remin¬ 
ders! (the dam exclamation point 
is parti ofl thei namel) 

Reminders!, an electronic cal¬ 
endar and daybook, can do much 
more than keep track of birth¬ 
days. You can make a list of 
things to do, with or without an 
alarm that beeps at you. 

You can set reminders both for 


the day and the hour: therefore 
you can use it as a daily schedul¬ 
er. Recurring reminders, such as 
weekly meetings, monthly pay¬ 
ments, anniversaries and, yes, 
birthdays can be set also. 

You can put Reminders! into 
your computer's memory (it 
takes up only 8K) so that you 
can have access to it when you 
are using another program, such 
as your word processor or 
spreadsheet 

By having it in such a pop-up 
mode, you carfhave instant ac¬ 
cess not only to your calendar, 
but also to a phone book — your 
important names and numbers. If 
you have a modem, the program ' 
can even dial phone numbers. 

There's also a word search, so 
you can find an entry with the 
search command instead of pag¬ 
ing through calendars or phone 
books. (Yes, I use calendars and 
phone books as plural; if you 
have complex needs, you can 
keep separate databases or "cate¬ 
gories" of reminders and calend¬ 
ers.) 

The program can print out 


your schedules or reminders in 
case you want to carry them with 
you or have them on your desk 
in paper form.. 

And now that mice are so pop¬ 
ular (Macintoshes no longer 
have a sole claim to the point- 
and-shoot devices — any IBM 
or compatible can have a 
mouse). Reminders! gives 
mouse support Grab your 
mouse, move it to a date on the 
calendar and click. Or move up 
to the menu aL the top of the 
screen and click on a category. 

The Reminder Pad on Manag¬ 
ing Your Money only works 
when you arc managing your 
money. 

Reminders! can operate in con¬ 
junction with nearly any other 
program. In fact, moments ago, 
as I was writing this with Word¬ 
Perfect Reminders! beeped me 
that my deadline for this column 
had been reached. (Nothing like 
working up to the wire). 

Reminders! lists for $99 and 
comes from Pop Computer Prod¬ 
ucts, a little but stalwart compa¬ 
ny in Evergreen, Colorado. ■

SPOKESMAN FOR ihc Islamic 
Bloc in the Lower House of Par¬ 
liament Deputy Ahmad Quteish 
A1 Azaideh has said that Jordan's 
democratic option was one of 
the reasons behind Jordan's abili¬ 
ty to pass through the previous 
stage and the challenges of the 
Gulf War. But he warned 
"against any attempt to stifle the 
democratic experiment" and said 
such an attempt will save Amer¬ 
ican interests and hegemony in 
the area. 

But he accused the govern¬ 
ment of' trying to keep the Par¬ 
liament in the dark at this critical 
stage and said this evident bom 
the decision to postpone the 
opening of the ordinary session 
of Parliament" for another two 
months, until the beginning of 
December. 

Mr Azaideh launched a vehe¬ 
ment attack on the United States 
accusing it of working against 
any democratic movement In the 
Arab world. "Democracy will 
only be an obstacle before 
America's schemes for the re¬ 
gion," he said. "That is why it is 
always backing despotic regimes 
around the world and tries to sti¬ 
fle countries which has a bud¬ 
ding democracy like Jordan." 

Mr Azaideh also attacked (he 
American-sponsored peace pro¬ 
cess and said "it is pan of a plan 
to destroy the Arab and Muslim 
regions. 

"America knows that this re¬ 
gion is the long-term candidate 
that will counter US and West¬ 
ern hegemony and that the future 
in this area is for Islam." 

He described the Palestine Na¬ 
tional Council (PNC) resolutions 
on the peace process as "sadden¬ 
ing" and "disappointing" and 
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Deputy Azaideh 

said opposition groups were pre¬ 
vented from attending the meet¬ 
ing or expressing their views. Mr 
Azaideh added that Palestinian 
groups which cany considerable 
weight inside Palestine reject the 
current direction of the PNC and 
insists on what he described as 
"a strategic perception of our 
struggle with the Jews." He also 
accused PNC members of failing 
to represent the Palestinian pop¬ 
ulace because they were not 
democratically elected. 

The outspoken deputy said 
while the peace conference will 
take place eventually, the Israelis 
will waste time and cause rift 
within Arab negotiators to make 
sure that nothing is gained by the 
Arabs. "1 pray to God that there 
will be someone left who will 
not run after the mirage of the 
peaceful settlement and prepare 
for Israel's expansion at our ex¬ 
pense," Mr Azaideh said. 

The former head of the Public 
Liberties Committee in the Low¬ 
er House said "fabrication makes 
up more than 80 per cent of the 
Mohammad Army case. There 
are some facts, but they were 
shuffled in a way to be presented 
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in a deformed, illogical and un¬ 
natural way.” 

He said most of the detainees 
in this case have previously been 
arrested for minor charges and 
know nothing of the present case 
against them. 

"The case has been employed 
to pressure groups whose mem¬ 
bers try to cross the borders," Mr 
Azaideh said. 

He said only a "fair trial" can 
determine the (ruth in this case, 
but the government has failed to 
set up a State Security Court on 
the basis of a new law passed re¬ 
cently by the Lower House and 
opted to work under the emer¬ 
gency regulations. 

He accused the government of 
ignoring a petition signed by 
more than 60 per cent of depu¬ 
ties from all trends to allow dep¬ 
uties and lawyers to visit detai¬ 
nees now under state security 
incarceration without trial 
Mr Azaideh said Jordan's dem¬ 
ocratic life will not be completed 
without political pluralism and 
the safeguarding of public liber¬ 
ties. 

The Madaba deputy defended 
the decision of the Muslim 
Brothers to join the government 
of former Prime Minister Mudar 
Badran early this year and said it 
had allowed the Brothers to "test 
their slogans in reality." But he 
added that the short-lived experi¬ 
ence needs to be evaluated. 

He added that the Islamic 
movement considers it in its in¬ 
terest to see political parties al¬ 
lowed to operate freely in Jordan 
"because this will lead to in¬ 
creased awareness on behalf of 
citizens and improve the perfor¬ 
mance of the movement itself." 

But he said that before parties 
are allowed there will have to be 
a number of regulations aiming 
at wealing "intellectual and po¬ 
litical discipline." These include 
commitments to the Islamic 
Sharia^ to banning underground 
work and to being absolutely 
Jordanian without links to out¬ 
side powers. 

Mr Azaideh predicted that the 
popularity of the Islamists will 
be on the increase and denied 
that, (he Islamists enjoyed free¬ 
dom of work during the past 20 
•years saying that the movement's 
members were persecuted and 
fired while the symbols of .other 
parties were assuming important 
positions, Q 


Deadlock over government-1 
House crisis 1 

AMMAN (Star) — The crisis be¬ 
tween the government of Prime 
Minister Tahcr A1 Masri and the 
Lower House of parliament escalat¬ 
ed this week few days after Mr 
Masri re-shuffled his government. 

The crisis began when the 15- 
member Constitutional Bloc, head¬ 
ed by Deputy Thouqan A1 Hindawi, 
declared that it was withdrawing Us 
confidence from the government in 
protest of the recent re-shuffle. 

Since the Lower Houses is in re¬ 
cess, the no confidence spree, 
which followed the Constitutional 
Bloc's declaration and put the number of deputies who withdrew thti 
confidence from the government at 50, has no constitutional tain 
on the government. But the timing of the crisis and the motives S 
hind deputies protesting have left the government and the peak 
wondering. ^ 

Prime Minister Masri was quick to respond by stressing that per¬ 
sonal rather than fundamental differences with the Constitutioul 
Bloc were behind the "unfair campaign against the government." 

By midweek it was unclear how the crisis would end. Some depu¬ 
ties were said to have withdrawn their no-confidence proclamations, 
while A1 Masri's government met on Tuesday to discuss the develop¬ 
ments and issued a statement saying that it will not tolerate attempts 
to destabilize the country's security and stability. 

Newspaper editorials took a strong position in favor of the govm- ; 
meat, criticizing deputies who would threaten democracy and vioiw 
its principles for the sake of personal ambitions, and accused thos 
deputies of retaliating for not becoming ministers in the government, [ 
Meanwhile, the Constitutional Bloc was working out a respon&ie 
A1 Masri's statements and has decided to attend the National Confer¬ 
ence to be opened today* in the presence of His Majesty King Husa¬ 
in who will be delivering a speech. The Islamic Bloc* on its part, b 
decided to boycott the conference. ■

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AMMAN (Star) — His Majesty 
King Hussein has said dial he is 
committed to the democratic 
process in Jordan in spite of the 
present difficulties. He added 
that he is keen on making the 
Jordanian democratic experi¬ 
ment an example for all Arabs. 
"This is the only path that will 
allow our society to evolve in a 
meaningful way," King Hussein 
said. 

The King was speaking to the 
the Chief Editor of The Yemen 
Times, Dr Abdulaziz AI Saqqaf, 
on Tuesday in an interview 
which wns published by the Ye¬ 
meni press on Wednesday. 

Following arc excerpts from 
the interview: 

Q: How do you evaluate the 
Jordanian democratic experi¬ 
ence so far? 

A: In spile of the difficult condi¬ 
tions, we are fully committed to 
the democratic process. Our 
democratic process actually be¬ 
gan thirty years ago. There has 
been a long interruption, and we 
arc now back on Hack in our de¬ 
mocracy. Wo have done quite a

The peace we seek is not based on weakness and strength , but on justice 
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bit of soul searching through the 
National Charier, and now the 
National Conference. 1 think 
there arc many positive aspects 
to our democracy, and we intend 
to make it a success and a model 
for the other Arab countries. If 
there is any remark to be made, I 
would like to urge the media not 
to copy blindly from our ene¬ 
mies. Their work must be based 
on clear vision and thought. I 
think the basic line is that we 
have to give a lot of thought to 
what we do in a rational and ob¬ 
jective way. I think our experi¬ 
ence will succeed. 

Q: Jordan has faced many 
challenges since its inception. 
What are the difficult issues at 
hand and what are your prior¬ 


ities? 

A: On Thursday, I will address 
all Jordanians about our internal 
affairs. We have to re-structure 
our priorities, and we have to re¬ 
address the issues in a more 
open and clear manner. I will 
mention that events have over¬ 
come us where our internal pro¬ 
gram is concerned. The difficult 
conditions have denied us the 
opportunity to formulate the Na¬ 
tional Charier in a way that will 
lead to political pluralism. We 
have to get out or a situation of 
confusion into one where people 
respect one another and live ac¬ 
cording to the spirit of the Na¬ 
tional Charter. 

This is a recurrent phenome¬ 
non in Jordan; that the leader¬ 
ship and the people openly ex¬ 


change views and deep thoughts 
about all matters pertaining to 
our lives. You will note that our 
economic conditions arc diffi¬ 
cult, and we must find solutions 
to them. 

Let me indicate that the found¬ 
ing of the Hashemite Kingdom 
of Jordan has saved this ptui of 
the Arab world from being occu¬ 
pied. Since its founding, Jordan 
has been influenced by all the 
problems lhai were faced by the 
Palestinian people, and the Arab 
people at large. I am worried that 
the concept of Arab nationhood 
has been pushed to the back¬ 
ground, and in its place a sense 
of parochialism of mini-states 
has come into existence. 

As a result, the country that 
has the longest borderline with 
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Israel, is left to cope on its own 
Jordan cannot shoulder all thee 
burdens by itself. Israel, as a re¬ 
sult of the immigration of 
300,000 Jews, is asking for $10' 
billion, an amount that is mote 
than the total Jordanian foreigD 
debt and is equal to Arab (finan¬ 
cial) commitments made at da 
first Baghdad Summit. 

At the same time, Jordan has 
welcomed back more than 
300,000 persons back, and more 
than one million persons have 
passed through (during the Gulf 
crisis). Yet, no significant for¬ 
eign assistance has been re¬ 
ceived. But I would like to men¬ 
tion that Saudi Arabia met its 
obligations of the Baghdad Sum¬ 
mit. 

Q: How long do you think II 
will take to mend Jordan's re¬ 
lations with the Gulf states? 

A: I hope relations will return to 
their normal levels as soon u 
possible. I think as soon as oar 
brothers in the Gulf discover all 
the facts regarding our position 
on the Gulf crisis, they will real¬ 
ize how much we were con¬ 
cerned for the general interests 
of the Arab world, the Arab indi¬ 
vidual and the Arab environ¬ 
ment. I hope we can rationalize 
together for the welfare of all 
Arabs. 

Q: What are the latest devel¬ 
opments regarding the conven¬ 
ing of the Middle East peat* 
conference? . 

A: First of all let me indicate 
dial the peace we seek is a last¬ 
ing peace — peace based on jus¬ 
tice to ull parlies, and one uuj 
the coming generations con «“ 
with and not based on the equa¬ 
tion of weakness and strength 
Until this very moment, 1 am 
sure whether the conference wi 
take place, where and when/^ 
we are working on the assump¬ 
tion that it will, and soon.

“It's very hard to convince 
these people to invest under our 
current situation," says llallay- 
qah, in reference to die continued 
blockade on the |X>rt ot' Aqaba 
and the loss of Jordan's export 
markets in Iraq and the Gulf 
states. The blockade is costing 
Jordan S15 million a year while 
the loss in exports arc estimated

But Jawad Anam , an econo¬ 
mist and former minister of 
Trade, Labor and Supply, says 
he sees the private sector playing 
more of a role in Jordan's eco¬ 
nomic recovery. He thinks a 
combination of government ef¬ 
forts, foreign aid and continued 
private sector enthusiasm can 
tiring down the unemployment 
rate. 

"We have to think in terms of a 
package where not cute measure 
will do the trick, hut al! together 
will produce a more conducive 
environment for (foreign and do¬ 
mestic) investment, 11 he says. 

The government, Annul says, 
is strapped for funds to create 
jobs. Still the government should 
take die lead in creating a favora¬ 
ble investment climate prior to 


potential foreign aid, 

"We have to relax all restric¬ 
tions, restructure lax laws, priva¬ 
tize, encourage foreign invest¬ 
ment with lax confessions and, 
in general, provide a more open. 
and relaxed environment," Anani 
says. "We have to be relaxed not 
only in laws but in practice. 
They shouldn't wail for the in¬ 
flux of foreign aid to improve the 
investment climate." 

Anani says die private sector 
must also be motivated to invest 
their money here by providing 
such things as industrial estates 

— with all services and utilities 

— in all cities in Jordan. Banks, 
on their pan, must start provid¬ 
ing loans rather than continue to 
play their rcccm conservative 
role of refusing loan applica¬ 
tions. 

With changes, Anani and other 
economist say, the 39 per cent of 
returnees wailing to invest will 
be motivated to do so. Anani 
adds that already 30 to 40 new 
companies arc registering with 
the government daily and many 
more individuals are wailing for 
the right opportunity to invest in 
such areas os textiles and spare 
parts. 

"1 really believe the private 
sector is ready to invest, whether 
that be hospital services, educa¬ 
tion or tourism," Anani says. 
"But, we have to work together 
because we don't have too much 
Lime." ■

Mr Nader, whose family owns a chain of exchange bureaus in the 
Dominican Republic, is also considering buying a number of Bank of 
CrediL and Commerce International (BCC1) operations in Lebanon, 
Sudan, Brazil and the Cayman Islands. 

AAB will manage its Africa operations from Tunis 3nd its Middle 
East operations from Amman, says Mr Nader. Its South American ac¬ 
tivities will be managed from Argentina while in North America it 
will function from its Florida branch. Mr Nader says that each bank 
will be independent from the other, but all, at a capital of $20 million 
each, will be working under one umbrella. 

AAB will seek to put Arab capitals into work in Latin America, 
which according to Mr Nader promises to be one of the most expand¬ 
ing markets in the world. He said that once the single market project 
takes place in Europe, both Latin America and the Middle East will 
be denied access to that market. Investments will be concentrated in 
small and medium sized operations in Latin America, Africa and the 
Middle East. Mr Nader suid that he is already negotiating financing a 
shrimp farm in Aqaba with the help of Ecuadorian expertise. 

Mr Nader said that he already has Jordanian investors waiting for 
the CBJ to approve the purchase deal and the licensing of the bank, 
which will spin of as an off-shore operation before becoming a full- 
fledged bank. ■

LONDON— If current trends 
continue, the AIDS epidemic is 
likely to cause a population de¬ 
cline in parts of Africa and will 
reduce the economic growth rate 
in some countries, according to a 
new report on the impact of the 
disease in sub-Saharan Africa. 

"Measures being implemented 
to set sub-Saharan Africa on the 
path to economic recovery musL 
take the HIV epidemic into ac¬ 
count," it counsels, "and present 
initiatives to reduce the rate of 
spread of the virus must be 
strengthened." 

The six-person report, com¬ 
missioned from Imperial Col¬ 
lege, London, by Britain's Over¬ 
seas Development 

Administration and the Panos In¬ 
stitute, carries an implicit warn¬ 
ing for less-affected parts of the 
world to act now, even if Ac¬ 
quired Immunity Deficiency 
Syndrome (AIDS) is not yet a 
major public health problem. 

The only way of averting a Ic- 


ALTHOUGH, IN 1990 the ROC 
economy hit its lowest ebb in 
nearly a decade, it maintained its 
momentum and vigor. The 
downturn reached its nadir in 
early 1991, oven before the reso¬ 
lution of the Gulf crisis. Accord¬ 
ingly, the government expanded 
pubfic spending by 20% and for¬ 
mulated the large-scale Six-Year 
■ National Development Plan. The 
' Central Bank unveiled an ac¬ 
commodative credit policy to 
improve the economic climate 
by increasing the money supply, 
and simultaneously lowering the 
reserve requirements of the 
banking system in order to avoid 
a credit crunch. 

The Taiwan economy man¬ 
aged a real growth rate of 5.29% 
in 1990. Measured in growth of 
the gross national product, this 
was the lowest rate since 1983, 
yet compared with the ONPa of 
most other countries, it was still 
a good performance. 

During the past eight months, 
ROC exports have continued to 
be bullish, and industrial produc¬ 
tion has continued its recovery. 
Indirect trade between the Chi¬ 
nese mainland and the ROC his 
continued to grow enormously, 
culminating in an extraordinary 
export performance this year Of¬ 
ficial statistics show that in the 
first eight months of 1991, ex¬ 
ports and imports rose steadily, 
recording an annual growth rate 
of 13.4% and 15.3% respective¬ 
ly, thus demonstrating the 
healthy growth of Taiwan's for¬ 
eign trade. Exports totalled US $ 
49.4 billion, whilst imports to¬ 
talled US $ 49.4 billion, whilst 
imports totalled US $41,5 bil¬ 
lion, achieving a trade surplus of 
US$ 7.9 billion over the same 
t#lght moth period. 

Rebounding exports have also 
led to the growth of local indus¬ 
tries by 771% for heavy indus¬ 
tries and 2.8% for light indus¬ 
tries,’ and the ROC Industrial 
Production Index recorded its 
highest growth rate of all previ¬ 
ous yean. As-the third and 
fourth quarters have traditionally 
been- peak export seasons, the 
government has set a rather con¬ 
servative target of 7.68% growth 
for the whole of 1991. 

Uqder pressure from economic 
recession, the rampant financial 
Speculation Which flourished 
over the past two to three years 
and adversely affected ROC eco¬ 
nomic. performance has at least 
abated. Statistics indicate, that 
the rate of labor participation in 
August rose to S9.75%, the high¬ 
est rate this year demonstrating a 
growing willingness on the part 
of the labour,forte,to return to

AIDS threatens Africa's economic growth 


thai epidemic in 10-20 years in 
such countries, argue the au¬ 
thors. is to bring about change in 
sexual behavior before the dis¬ 
ease takes a hold in Lhc popula¬ 
tion, even when other various ill¬ 
nesses appear to deserve more 
attention. 

For some Asian countries, the 
advice may be almost loo laic, 
James Chin, chief epidemiolo¬ 
gist at the World Health Organi¬ 
zation (WHO), told the recent in¬ 
ternational AIDS conference in 
Florence, Italy. 

"People arc talking about five 
to ten million infected people in 
India and several million in 
Thailand by the year 2000," he 
said. 

Jonathan Mann, former head 
of WHO's AIDS unit, warned 
that "sometime before the mid¬ 
dle of this decade (if trends con¬ 
tinue), the number of HIV- 
infected Asians will exceed the 
number of HIV-infecicd people 


in all the industrialised coun¬ 
tries." 

The new report's recommenda¬ 
tions for Africa include: 

* All secondary schools should 
give information about AIDS 
and the HIV virus, with informa¬ 
tion also targeted at 9-11 year- 
olds. 

* A major drive should be 
made to influence a core of high¬ 
ly sexually active individuals — 
young men and women, female 
prostitutes and their clients, and 
migrant male laborers — who 
the report says appear to be re¬ 
sponsible for accelerating the 
rate of spread of the infection. 

* Because of the probable link 
with other sexually transmitted 
diseases (STDs), strengthening 
STD clinics should be a priority 
— which would probably help 
increase the fertility rate. 

The report also makes the con¬ 
troversial point that although the 
use of zidovudicn (AZT, a li¬ 


censed antiviral drug) might help 
individuals by delaying the onset 
of AIDS, it could have the per¬ 
verse effect of seeding die 
spread of the disease in Lhc com¬ 
munity. This is because the drug 
may lengthen lhc period in 
which individuals arc infectious. 

The authors stress dial it is un¬ 
ethical to refuse treatment to in¬ 
dividuals and dial, in any case, 
AZT is unlikely to be widely 
available because of its cost. 
They say they arc simply trying 
to draw altcndon to die need to 
improve counselling aimed at re¬ 
ducing high-risk behavior. 

while addressing problems 
likely to be encountered as die 
disease continues to spread 
throughout the continent, die re¬ 
port also warns of die implica¬ 
tions on a national level. Most of 
die findings about national con¬ 
sequences are general. However, 
it docs pinpoint areas which will 
need attention.

July of this year for the purchase 
of 560 lkorus buses worth US $ 
43 million. The- government also 
allows indirect import of Chi¬ 
nese mainland farm and industri¬ 
al raw materials, and is working 
through different channels to 
strengthen its economic and 
trade relations with various 
countries and to gain admission 
to international trading institu¬ 
tions. 

In the meantime, the liberali¬ 
zation of Taiwan's economy is 
picking up speed, which mokes 
its people enthusiastic and ready 
to propel die island into the 
ranks of the developed nations, 
creating, in the process, lucrative 
business opportunities on a scale 
never seen before in the ROC on 
Taiwan.

False expectations 

THE UNEXPECTED crisis between the government, the Lower House 
blocs and the deputies over the recent government re-shuffle puts a se¬ 
vere test on Jordan's young, but promising, democracy. But the test is un¬ 
timely, as we approach an historic phase in the Arab-IsraelL conflict, and 
unnecessary, to say the least. 

Prime Minister Taher Al Masri did well to draw the line between what 
could have been a difference over principles and policies, and what 
turned to be a spiteful and irresponsible act on the part of those deputies 
whose only grievance against the prime minister is that he did not ap¬ 
point them as ministers in in his cabinet 

The reverberations of this current battle, taking place at such a critical 
times when the whole nation is braced in anticipation of the unfolding 
events on the peace conference, have reflected badly on the track record 
of the country s deputies. 

For one, the deputies have failed to recognize that by their call on the 
government to resign, while the Lower House is in recess, they would be 
throwing the country into political chaos. While their call has no consti¬ 
tutional value, it pre-empties the current efforts to formulate a united Jor¬ 
danian stand on both official and popular levels with regard to the up¬ 
coming peace conference. 

Second, It is shameful that the democratically-elected deputies of the 
people would expose themselves in such a way, making the bone of con¬ 
tention between themselves and the prime minister an issue of ministeri¬ 
al posts rather than hard-core issues of government policies in various 
spheres of life affecting all Jordanians. 

Third,, the crisis, still unfolding and erupting only few days before to¬ 
day's convening of the National Conference, which will listen to a major 
speech by His Majesty the King on,the latest developments and the up¬ 
coming moves, has deflected the nation's attention from the, issues at- 
hand. Instead of focusing on national unity and opening channels of dia¬ 
logue with the government on future action,ihe deputies chose to allow 
mediocre and irresponsible voices to point accusing fingers to this gov¬ 
ernment. . .

NEW YORK — On the ocassion of the 
World Habitat Day, the Secretary-General 
of the United Nations Mr Javier Perez de 
Cuellar has said that the world's attention 
now focuses on the importance of shelter, 
as the conditions under which people live I 
determine to a large extent their health, I 
productivity and sense of well-being. "We I 
remember the plighL of the vast number of 
people throughout the globe, but especial¬ 
ly in the developing countries, who do not 
have adequate shelter. And we pay tribute 
to all those who are striving to meet this 
challenge," he said. 

This year, World Habitat Day which 
falls on 7 October, is being observed 
against the background of momentous 
changes in the world. The process of de- 
mocratisation underlying these changes 
has re-emphasized the inalienable rights 
and legitimate aspirations of all human 
beings. The fact that millions of people 
arc having to raise their families and 
spend their daily lives in urban slums, on 
city pavements or in make-shift rural 
dwellings that lack the most basic ameni¬ 
ties is not consistent wilh human rights 
and human dignity. Moreover, ensuring 
adequate living conditions for all is not 
only a moral duly but also a political ne¬ 
cessity, Mr dc Cuellar said. 

"Meeting the needs of the more than 
one billion people who today do noi have 
adequate shelter is a task of daunting pro¬ 
portions," he added. "It is complicated by 
the scale of need, by demographic pres¬ 
sures and by massive niral-to-urban mi¬ 
gration. These difficulties must not, how¬ 
ever, discourage us from actively 
pursuing our objective of adequate shelter 

for all." _ .

THE CEREBRAL Palsy Foun¬ 
dation will organize a 12 - cl 
kilometer charily walk lomor- yi 
row, Friday, to raise funds for a J 
desperately needed kindergarten d 
for cerebral palsy children. Her n 
Majesty Queen Noor and mem- e 
bers oi the Royal family are ex¬ 
pected to participate in the walk, d 
Teams from various organiza- * 
lions and institutes will carry c 
their own banner during the r 
walk. Participants will help the i 
Foundation to raise money for I 
the school by collecting contri- ‘ 
billions from sponsors for each J 
kilometer covered. 

According to Dr Samira Ba- 
ban, march coordinator, the walk \ 
will commence al 10 am from 
the Marriott Hotel, through the 
Fourth and Firth circle areas 
ending at Diwan Al Haj Hassan, ■ 
the highest point in Amman. 

On the way, companies will 
use specially arranged stations to 
sell their products. Other func¬ 
tions include performances by 
the Royal Jordanian Dabka 
Troupe, and a puppet show. Al 
the finishing area, a bazaar will # 
be held. 

According to statisucs com¬ 
piled by the Foundation, cerebral 
palsy victims arc on the increase 
in Jordan. In 1990,1.566 chil¬ 
dren were treated Tor. cerebral 
palsy: 683 of whom were new 
cases. The Foundation has five 
centers in the Kingdom (in Am¬ 
man, Irbid, Zarqa, Aqaba, Sail, 
and one center will be inaugurat¬ 
ed soon in Karak.) 

Plans have been under way to 
scl-up the kindergarten school 
for some time, and considerable 
- fund-raising campaigns have 
been involved. The Foundations 
dream of having a school for its 
patients has final 1 / been realized 
this year with the renting of a 
house,near die University of Jor¬ 
dan. This has been made possi¬ 
ble witK the help of the United 
Nations Development Program 
(UNDP), which gave a financial 
donation for the best project pre¬ 
sented by a non-govemmenial 
organization in Jordan. 

The Foundation expects costs 
to reach JD 100,000. The recent¬ 
ly acquired school contains spa¬ 
cious rooms and a large gymna¬ 
sium. Renovations will 
i undoubtedly be made so that the 
i premises would be suitable for 
the needs of its occupants. The 


aim is to continue to provide pa¬ 
tients with physiotherapy and re¬ 
habilitation exercises. 

A cerebral palsy child is a 
child whose brain is not fully de¬ 
veloped or its growth has been 
interrupted. This can happen 
during pregnancy whereby a 
mother may be exposed to dis¬ 
eases and other difficulties. 

A child’s brain can also be 
damaged after birth through ex¬ 
ternal accidents. "Cerebral palsy 
does not mean mental backward¬ 
ness. Many of our children have 
good mental abilities, but their 
physical difficulties delay their 
ability to go to school to Icara," 
explained Dr Baban, who is 
medical director of the centers. 

Dr Baban stressed that every 
child has the right to be educated 
including cerebral palsy chil¬ 
dren. The tendency is of integrat¬ 
ing these children into normal 
schools:-But Dr Baban pointed 
tiui that cerebral palsy children 
woijlil find it'difficult to adjusi 
to a nofmai school without the 
essential preparation. 

For the time being, two kinder¬ 
garten classes will be opened 
along with a class for older chil¬ 
dren who have never been to 
..achoQj> Already 27 candidates 
nave- been enrolled. An age 
group of seven to ten years has 
also been accepted in this 
school. 

These children have never had 
the chance for a proper education. 
All the necessary tests that prove 
lhaL these children have a rea¬ 
sonable level of understanding 
have been carried out. 

As for fees, those families that 
cannot afford to pay for their 
children can only pay a token 
sum towards transportation. 
More able families will provide 
finance for their children's edu¬ 
cation at normal tuition fees. 

Three trained special educa- 
1 lion teachers from the Ministry 
i of Education will undertake the 
task of educating these students. 
Another three will also be ap- 
I pointed, but "we hope that with 
i the aid of some special educa- 
l tion department a specialist will 
- be sent to Jordan .so as »o give in 

I service training to teachers 
here," .said Dr Baban.
